ii. A showing that the license has been diligently sought after discovery of the proscribed 
foreign filing, and 

iii. An explanation of why the material was filed abroad through error and without deceptive 
intent without the required license under § 5.1 1 first having been obtained, and 

4. The required fee ( § 1 . 1 7(h)). 

The petition filed 9 February 2001 is Denied at this time because the petition is defective in that 
the requirement(s) set forth in 37 C.F.R. 5.25(a) has(have) not been satisfied. To wit: 

To meet the requirements of 37 CFR 5.15(a) and to have a complete record of this 
petition the Office must have a copy of the application that the Applicant filed in Canada.
